' tionat assemblies for the purpose, of 

conferring belllgerent^rights upon tho 
French hal^broeda of tho Northwest, 

• Territory. It will bo doing no injustice 
to say that iu all this tho. wish has been 
father to the thought. No small boc« 
tiou of the American poopla havo viewed 
■with joalouB disappointment tho sue- 
cosssfal development oF tho principle of 
Confederation on their northoru frontier, 

, and it would doubtless bavo .gratified 
not a fow to have witnessed a formidablo 
:. difficulty present itself in tho new ter» 
ritory west of tho groat lakes. It will 
scarcely be necessary to Btato that the 
sensational stuff which has obtained 
circulation through tho Amorican press 
has hardly a particle of fact to rest 
upon, ' Govornor McDougall,' as they 
ate pleased to term him, remains quiet- 
ly at Pfemb'ma, dimply because ho is not 
■ Goveruor. Ho is still the Hon. William 
HoDougall. C. B., Chief Commissioner 

■ of Public Works for tho Dominion, 
and member of Parliament for North 
Lanark, and such he will remain until 
tho Northwest Territory is handod over 

. to tho Dominion and ha receives his 
commission aB its Liont-Governor. It 
will thus be observed that had MrMc 
Dougall entered the Territory sooner he 
would have committed a grave error. 
- The territory did not belong to Canada, 
d, as a member of the, Canadian 
'eminent, he. could have exercised 
no authority whatever therein. He would 
simply have been plain Mr. McDongail, 
a stranger and sojourner in tho Nortri- 
■ • west.Mithont the common rights of cit- 
izenship certainly without any official pow* 
' 'ers which would enable him to doal with 
**' a ny exigences that might arise. Clear- 
ly it was JkLr McDougall's trao and only 
proper oourso not to entor the Territory 
until such time a* ho could do so clothed 
'with full 'aW^antmestionable power and 
aothority. aa its Governor. When th.t 
. time arrives, it indeed it has not alroady 
arrived, there is every roason to behove 
that Mr McDo*ugall will be enabled to 
proceed to tho seat of his government 
' and assume- the reins of power without 
encountering any very huge difficulty. 
All this haB evidently been overlooked 
by the Americans i D their eagerness to 
magnify, tho importance of a difficulty 
soarcely entitled to tho notioe we have 
given it. Thus they have had 'Gover- 
nor MoDougall' advanoing and rotroat- 
ing ; one day making a 'Bull's Run' of 
it. and the next, a prisoner of war in 
the hands of the 'Liberators ;' one day 
engaged in an abortive attompt to raiBe 
an army within the territory, tho next 
enlisting an army of iuvasion within 
the territory ot the United States, con- 
trary to international law and usage,— 
all of which we '.are prepared to rcjeot 
as unmitigated fabrication , for the very 
cogent reason that Mr McDongall had 
no power to perform any one of the 
acts thus imputed to him. Bnt thoro 
-was another reason why Mr MoDoagall 
should not have entered the territory, 
even if ho were invefltod .with executive 
functions. Tho Canadian Government 
■was entitled to peaceable possession ; 
aud, in view of any trouble or dispute, 
such as is said to exist, it would clearly 
have been Mr McDoujail'd proper 
courso to carefully refrain from per- 
forming any official act, either hav» 
ing iu view the quelling of robellion, 
or acquiring possession, thus leaving 
r-AM-nbo affair entirely in tho hands of those 
whoso duty it was to give peaceable 
possession, und keeping the Canadian 
Government freo from all responsibility. 
All th : s, wo havo reason to boliovo 

■ Mr MoUoagell . has done ; and in the 
doing of it bis acts, or rather, the ub- 
Benoo of all action, bavo led the eagre 
aud onvious onlookers into uttering no 
end of absurdities. Judging from tho 
tono of tho Canadian preea, little anxlfi 
ety was felt about the matter ; and 
there is little reason to doubt that 
whenever tho time arrived for Mr MjcDou. 
call to cuter tho Northwest .Territory 
S its Governor, he would find a jifflOK 
em numbor of loyal settlers ready, it 
need be, to rally round the new Govern- 
ment. It is presumable, however, that 
before such outry tho minds of tho re- 
calcitrant half-breeds would to dis- 
abused of trios'o falsehoods with which 
thoy had been purposely crammed by 
designing porsona, aud that thoy would 
bavo learned to regard the uow dispen- 
sation in tho light of a blessing rathor 
than the reverse. Tho Queen's Procla- 
mation handing over tho territory to 
the Canadian Govornmont was expect- 
ed to bo issuod Bometimo during tho 
present month, when Mr MoD.ugall 
would receive hi3 commission and va- 
cate tho official positions hold by him in 
Canada; and it is quite possible that 
the next lows from tho East will intc 
va of all this having been done. It 
ft, k t possible, however, that this Utlo

The 
President and the Vice President callod ou 
him lasf Sundayjl' on his 54th birthday, 
when ihe former tendered him his appoint- 
ment aa Associate Justice of the Supreme 
Court. Yestorday Mr Stanton complained 
ol sioknots, but his family were not alurmed, 
as he had been in u worse cooditiou previous, 
ly. Shortly after midnight ihe symptoms 
became alarming and Sorgeou-Ueneral Batuts 
found it iic.pnasible to afford him relief. U 
was not until half an hour boioro his death 
that his fumily could realizo that he w u , 
dying. About 3 a. m. be expired, quietly 
broutbing away hie lile without a struggle.
